Pot legislation 


SACRAMENTO (U Pl) -A bill to 
reduce the penalty for marijuana 
possession from a possible felony to 
a misdemeanor narrowly won final 
legislative approval Friday and was 
sent to Gov. Ronald Reagan, who is 
expected to kill it with a veto. 
The measure by Assemblyman 
Alan 
Sieroty, 
D-Beverly 
Hills, 
cleared the Assembly on a 41-17 
vote, 
the 
minimum 
margin 
necessary. 
The 
final 
approval 
followed the Senate’s surprise 27-18 , 
vote for the bill Thursday. 


Coal miners vote

the labor movement, the nation’s 
coal miners voted Friday under 
government 
supervision 
for 
president 
of

United 
Mine 
Workers of America (UMWA). 
Voting was reported moderate to 
heavy 
in 
W est 
V irg in ia , 
Pennsylvania and Kentucky— heart 
of the nation’s soft coal fields—in an 
election that pits reform candidate 
Arnold Miller against incumbent 
President W.A. “ Tony” Boyle. Both 
have predicted victory. 


Mideast peace moves

Mediator 
sought in 
J-M dispute 


Representatives 
of 
Johns- 
Manville Products Co. and the 
Chemical Workers union will seek a 
meeting next week with a federal 
mediator to resolve differences that 
have stalled the signing of a new 
two-year contract. 
Unionists rejected a final J-M 
offer in balloting Thursday night, 
and instructed their negotiators to 
resume talks. 


Meanwhile an estimated 400 union 
members remained on the job. The 
old 
pact 
expired on Oct. 
25. 
Company 
officials 
said 
work 
schedules were normal, although 
production was down. Tom McCall, 
president of Local 
146 of the 
International 
Chemical 
Workers 
Union said there would be no strike 
and that he had given that promise 
to J-M officials. 
It was not immediately clear why 
the unionists had rejected the J-M 
offer 
but 
the 
major 
hangup 
appeared to be something other than 
wages. One source said J-M had 
offered a salary increase of 13 cents 
the first year of the two-year 
contract. 
A detailed statement from the 
union 
and 
management 
was 
expected the first of next week. 
McCall said both sides had agreed to 
coordinate press releases. 
Company 
and 
union 
officials 
denied there was any slowdown as 
had been rumored, but a Southern 
Pacific Railroad official said the 
volume of prime diatomaceous earth 
products being brought out of the 
plant by rail was down about fifty 
per cent from normal. 
The Chemical Workers Union and 
J-M have a good record for labor 
peace. In 1966, a new pact was 
signed on Nov. 11, approximately 17 
days after the old contract had 
expired, and workers remained on 
the job. 


Thieu learns U.S. wants

The sources also said North 
Vietnamese negotiator Le Due Tho 
had promised the first contingent of 
100 American prisoners of war 
(POWs) would be released the day a 
treaty is signed. 
The sources said Due, in a coded 
report from Washington transmitted 
to Thieu through the U.S. embassy 
in Saigon, said that Le Due Tho had 
proposed Dec. 10 for signing of a 
treaty.

-The 
legislature, on the final day of its 
1972 session, sent Gov. Ronald 
Reagan Friday a $1.1 billion bill 
fulfiling an eight-year promise of 
property tax relief, providing a 
financial transfusion for schools and 
raising the sales tax. 
The Senate voted final passage, 
29-10, 
after a 
holdout 
senator 
dramatically dropped his opposition 
to the fiercely-lobbied bill. Sen. 
David A. Roberti, D-Los Angeles, 
delivered the deciding 27th vote and 
two others jumped aboard the 
winning bandwagon once passage 
was assured. 
The passage represented major 
victories for the bill’s two co- 
sponsors: 
Reagan, 
who 
had 
threatened 
to 
call 
a 
special 
statewide election on property tax 
relief if the legislature did not 
lighten the homeowner’s burden, 
and Assembly Speaker Bob Moretti, 
D-Van Nuys, who intends to run for 
governor in 1974. 
Backers said the bill will reduce 
overall state and local taxes by $80 
for a four-member homeowning 
family earning $15,000. For the 
same family earning $10,000 the 
reduction will be $90, and for a 
$20,000 family it will be $75. 
Starting next June 1, the sales tax 
will be increased from 5 to 6 cents 
on 
the 
dollar. 
The bank 
and 
corporation taxes will go up in July 
another 1.4 per cent. These taxes 
will raise $670 million. Most of the 
remaining funds, $451 million, will 
come from federal revenue sharing 
and a state surplus. 
Various property tax reduction 
programs—for 
homeowners 
and 
businessmen—will cost $670 million. 
Schools will get a net $332 million 
and renters $110 million through 
special income tax credits. 
“ This is the best bill that can be 
hammered out,” said the bill’s 
official author. Sen. Ralph C. Dills, 
D-Gardena, addressing a packed 
Senate chamber during the bitter 
floor debate. He warned “ we’ve had 
it” with voters if property tax relief 
is not granted. 


The 
leading 
opponent. 
Sen. 
Nicholas C. 
Petris, 
D-Oakland, 
referring to the Reagan Moretti 
coalition, said: “ I want to commend 
Speaker Moretti for driving the 
dinosaur into the 16th century but 
we've got a long way to go.” He said 
many Californians will be “ belted 
hard” by the sales tax hike. 


It will be the second sales tax 
increase 
during 
the 
Reagan 
administration. 
Roberti said he 
received assurances from Reagan 
and Moretti the sales tax will not be 
hiked again for at least two years. 


Roberti, a freshman senator who 
moved to that house last year from 
the Assembly, said he was under “ a 
lot of pressure” from teachers in his 
predominately 
Mexican-American 
district to vote for the bill. 


Backers said the bill would help 
meet a year-old state Supreme 
Court decision that California's 
method of financing schools is 
unconstitutional because it relies 
too heavily on the property tax. 
Astronauts get medical approval

Apollo 17s astronauts Friday got the 
medical okay for launch Wednesday 
night and the space agency took 
action to sidestep a threatened 
moonport strike that could disrupt 
the final moonshot. 
Dr. 
Hoyce 
Hawkins, 
medical 
operations director for Apollo 17, 
reported that Eugene A. Cernan, 
Ronald E. Evans and Harrison H. 
“ Jack” Schmitt were in excellent 
shape for the 13-day expedition to a 
northeastern moon valley. 
“ The crew is well rested, in good 
spirits and physically in excellent 


condition,” Hawkins said. 


The astronauts spent four hours in 
the 
base 
medical 
facility 
and 
underwent 
blood 
tests, 
X-rays, 
cardiovascular, vestibular and other 
tests. Besides confirming that the 
astronauts 
were 
healthy, 
the 
examination gathered clinical data 
to be compared with results upon 
the pilots’ return to earth Dec. 19.

Liberties 
Union 
has 
expressed concern over the 
procedures bv which airline 
travellers 
are 
being 
searched and, especially, 
the consequences of many 
of such searches. It is the 
ACLIJ’s 
point 
that 
the 
hijacking 
problem 
is 
proving to be an invitation 
to lawlessness by Federal 
agents. 
The raw data are these. 
During the past 22 months, 
6,000 airline travellers were 
arrested 
after 
being 
searched. 
But 
only 
20 
percent of 
these 
were 
arrested 
for 
carrying 
contraband related directly 
to hijacking. The Federal 
regulations 
involving 
airplanes tell you that you 
cannot take aboard weapons 
which are related to the 
hijacking enterprise. For 
instance, you can’t 
carry 
aboard a machine gun, or a 
mortar, or a pistol, or a 
Bowie knife. 
But what if you carry 
aboard, say, a pound of 
heroin9 It is unreasonable 
for the people who search 
you to contend that it was 
your intention to stick the 
pilot with a hypodermic 
needle, transfuse him with 
rapid 
joy, 
and 
in 
his 
transfixed 
condition 
coo 
him into taking you to 
Havana. In this sense the 
ACLU people are as a 
matter of 
fact 
quite 
plausible. The passengers 
who have been arrested, 
while in the process of 
boarding aircraft carrying 
drugs, can’t legitimately be 
thought of as passengers 
interdicted from the act of 
hijacking. 
The 
general 
point 
is 
therefore raised: should an 
arresting 
officer 
be 
permitted to opportunize on 
chance 
discoveries 
of 
contraband? The principal 
judicial finding, thus far, is 
that 
of 
Judge 
Jack 
Weinstein, federal judge of 
the eastern district of New 
York, who ruled 18 months 
ago that a frisker is entitled 
to move against targets of 
opportunity. “If a “frisk’ 
for weapons is conducted in 
good 
faith 
to 
locate 
a 
weapon 
believed 
to 
be 
present on the basis of 
information generated by a 
well-administered Federal 
anti-hijacking system and 
does not go beyond the 
limits of what is required to 
uncover such an object, 
seizure 
of 
evidence 
in 
crimes other than those 
involved 
in 
boarding 
aircraft with a weapon is 
justified. The officer need 
not 
close 
his 
eyes 
to 
evidence of other crimes 
which he may uncover.” 
The fourth Amendment of 
the Constitution protects us 
against 
“ unreasonable 
searches and seizures.” It 
would be unreasonable — to 
reach for an example — for 
Federal (or State) agents to 
search on boarding, say, the 
bus 
from 
Winnetka 
to 
Chicago: 
for the simple 
reason that there isn’t a 


sufficient 
historical 
incidence, on the bus from 
Winnetka to Chicago, of 
busjackers. The need for 
airborne security, 
by 
contrast, 
is 
historically 
demonstrated. 


But, 
admitting 
the 
constitutionality of search, 
what 
about 
the 
constitutionality of seizure: 
of unrelated contraband? 
The ACLU veers toward 
saying that you can't seize 
it. Technically the questions 
are various a ) Can you seize 
it? (Yes, is most peoples 
answer); b) Can you offer it 
in evidence in order to 
prosecute the 
passenger 
from whom you seized it? 
(Yes, is Judge Weinstein s 
answer; 
No, the ACLU- 
types seem to be saying). 


As 
regards 
the 
latter 
point, one runs into the 
generic precedent of Weeks 
versus the United States, 
which found in 1914 against 
the use of evidence of 
illegally seized material. It 
is not clear that the Weeks 
ban would apply in the 
disputed cases: because if 
John 
Jones 
is 
legally 
searched and found to have 
in his possession illegal 
goods, 
it 
hasn’t 
been 
established that these are 
inadrnissable. They are, one 
would 
think, 
a 
social 
dividend. 
If, 
on 
investigating 
Lizzie 
Borden’s quarters in search 
of an axe, one finds instead 
a 
hand 
grenade, 
the 
o p e r a t i v e 
j u d ic ia l 
assumption is that you can 
not only seize it but also 
introduce it into whatever 
court is concerned with 
pressing anti-hand grenade 
laws. 


The philosophical point 
gradually crystallizes, and 
it bears of course on the 
great 
socio-juridical 
question: how do you even 
up the disequilibrium now 
working in favor of the 
criminal? The ACLU-types 
are fanatically concerned 
with the defendant’s rights. 


They are never around to 
suggest 
judicial 
or 
l e g i s l a t i v e 
refor ms 
designed to strengthen the 
hand of the innocent. They 
are not even there to give 
him artificial respiration. 


The ACLU was eloquent in 
its 
indifference 
to 
the 
militants 
who 
interfered 
with the rights of professors 
and students who in recent 
years sought to express 
their own rights to free 
speech. 
They 
are 
now 
preparing 
to 
take 
a 
hijacking dilemma and run 
with it in the same old 
direction.

It’s that kind of a play. 
“Hello, Dolly!” (book by 
Michael Stewart; music and 
lyrics by Jerry Herman) 
was very successful as a 
Broadway show. But one 
wonders why when the plot 
seems so familiar, so thin, 
so banal. Some angry 1968 
socio-political 
oriented 
person would even scream 
irrelevant. 
Dolly Levi, a meddling 
marriage broker and long 
time widow, decides at the 
play’s onset to marry the 
rich Horace Vandergelder, 
one of her clients. By the 
end of the show nearly 
everyone marries — Dolly, 
Horace, 
his 
two 
store 
clerks, his daughter, his ex­ 
fiance, and her sales clerk 
(the 
ex-fiance, 
also 
a 
widow, owns a hat shop.) 
“Hello, Dolly!”, set in 
New York and Yonkers in 
the 1890’s, is not a drama 
you go to to realize a 
profound if distressing truth 
of life. The audience does 
not have to work to get 
anything out of it. The play 
is far from a tragedy by 
Shakespeare, a lesson by 
Bertolt 
Brecht, 
or 
the 
catharsis in a Tennessee 
Williams play. 
“Hello, Dolly!” is pure 
light comedy and song. It 
presents life as “The Sound 
of Music” lovers would like 
it. “Dolly” is innocence 
intact and life before the 
money 
came. 
Everyone 
lives happily ever after. 
There are lines like “Wild 
horses couldn’t make me 
ask this next question, so I 
will. Do you love him?” And 
“We are going to New York 
and we wouldn’t come back 
until we have each kissed a 
girl,” 
And 
“I 
wouldn’t 
marry you Dolly Levi if you 
were the last woman on 
earth.” 
Of course he does. And 
what 
“ Dolly” 
does 
is 
entertain (certainly not to 
any new heights) through 
colorful (orange, turquoise, 
red) costumes designed by 
Carol Brolaski, happy music 
directed by Larry Delinger, 
and delightfully regimented 
choreography by Carolyn 
Shouse. 
The large cast features 
Kerry Graves as Dolly who

46. Basic Doubles Strategy 


Is there a basic strategy 
to playing doubles? 
Yes. The basic strategy is 
to get both people to the net 
as quickly as possible Un­ 
fortunately m o s t weekend 
players do not work hard 
enough physically to get into 
the net position. They make 
a shot and then stay where 
they are instead of trying to 
move into the net. You must 
work hard to get into the 
proper position at net. Never 
stay in no-man's land. 
Once at the net, you should 
hit the ball low to your op­ 
ponents so they have to hit 
up to you. You’re trying to 
make them hit up and you’re 
trying to hit down. 


The harder you hit the ball 
the harder it may come back 
at you, but the longer your 
opponent has to wait before 
hitting the b a l l the more 
time you have to hustle to 
the net. 
Let’s say you hit a serve 
a little slower than normal 
to make certain of getting 
it in. You must still hustle 
to get into a good volleying 
position. Y o u r opponents 
may knock the ball past you 
or your partner but you were 
still at least in position to 
make a g o o d percentage 
play. It will work for you 
most of the time.
